The flag differs from the ordinary 
emblem only in the field, on which Is 
wrought a large American eagle done 
In embroidery of great delicacy ami 
beauty. About the eagle are clustered 
the twenty-six stars-that in 1841 rep¬ 
resented tin* states id the Union. On 
the reverse side of the flag Is pinned a 
silk scarf bearing the inscription in 
golden letters, "Rocky Mountains.

A fortune In Duties. 


' Washington, Oct. 17—Secretary 
Shaw and the Collector of the Port at 
I San Francisco have had a load of trouble 
tdt several weeks about which the 
i public has known nothing, and it was 
ylifted yesterday when the Secretory 
was told by President Roosevelt to col¬ 
lect the legal duty on all dutiable art¬ 
icle* brought back to this country by J 
Miss Alice Roosevelt. The total of 
' duty is expected to be nearly $60,000.' 

The daughter of the President has 
1 received during her trip to the Philip- j 
' pines, China, Japan and Korea, many 
pretty and some quite valuable pres¬ 
ents. 

Some of the customs officials sug¬ 
gested that Miss Roosevelt ought to be 
allowed to bring the valuables in duty * 
free, inasmuch as she was treated with , 
the honors of a princess; and did much 
to cement friendship between the 
United States and foreign countries. 
The belongings of crowned heads, of 
royalty and diplomats are thus admitted 
duty free into the United Stales. 

Secretary Shaw received suggestions 
until he Was almost sick. All that, 
stood out before this official was that 
the presents had been reported as 
worth probably $100,000, and if the usual 
rate of duty were imposed it would 
cost Miss Roosevelt and her father up-1 
wards of 60 per cent., or $60,000.
